that for the woman, at least, the 
solution of the problem 
is 
not 


free love, for in these 
undcr-the- 
rose romances she almost invari- 
ably loses out. 


When a woman sets her heart 


on a man she can go on 
loving 


him to the end of the chapter, but 
somehow a man's love seems to 
need to be bound by law and con- 
vention and public opinion.

the fact that he has

It is for young people 
lo be willing ,fur the sake of be- 
ing together, lo descend to a low- 
er scale of living than the one to 
which they have been accustomed. 
It is for young people lo be will- 
ing, for the sake ul iheir love, to 
begin life as their 
fathers 
and 


mothers did instead of demanding 
to set up housekeeping where their 
fathers amd mothers are leaving 
off. 


When father and mother 
mar- 


lied, they did not have cars, nor 
even a horse and buggy,

they lived in the country.

did not have silk underwear, nor

Tho jury said it found the death 


at the farm of Richard A. Clift, 
young war veteran, was not due to 
the flogging given him by Farm 
Supt. W. T. Morgan on the day of 
his death. 
The report, submitted to Circuit 


Judge Gus Fulk, said "according 
to all testimony given by medical 
witnesses, there were no signs of 
death occurring due to the whip- 
ping." 
GiSt's death has been attibuted 


to Heat exhaustion caused by work 
on the farm. 
As for the penal farm itself, the 
ury found: 
"The system is operated mainly 


'or profit, without any real' con- 
cern for the welfare of the inmates. 
The deplorable circumstance 
is

A pretty stewardess — only two 
weeks on the job—was hailed a 
heroine today after all 27 persons 
aboard escaped unharmed from a 
Northeast a i r l i n e s plane 
that 


crashed and burned at Portland 
airport. 


A aprained ankle suffered by the 


stewardess, 
23-year-old 
Patricia 


Donnellan of Quincy, Mass., was 
the sole casualty of what police 
described as a near disaster. 


Coincidentally, the accident oc- 


curred as Northeast airlines ended 
16 years' service without a fatal- 
ity. 


Tho plane was destroyed at a 
loss of $400,000. , 


Miss Donnellan opened an emer- 


gency exit after the twin-engine 
Convair crashed while landing. The 
plane, on a scheduled flight from 
Boston, carried 24 passengers, in- 
cluding a month 
old .baby 
and 


three crcwmembors. 


An airline spokesman said Capt. 
Roderick O. Cote, 40, of Melrose, 
Mass., 
the 
pilot, 
reported 
the 


plane's 
propellers unaccountably 


reversed as he made a routine ap- 
proach to the field. 


The plane veered sharply down- 


ward and hit the field at an angle, 
collapsing the landing gear. 
The 


craft skidded down the field and 
flames broke out as sparks from 
the friction ignited an oil line on 
the bottom of the fuselage. 


Flames blocked one emergency 


exit and disrupted hydraulic sys- 
tem failed and locked the main 
tern failed and locked the main 
another emergency exit, shouting 
for the passengers to follow her. 


There was no panic as the pas- 
sengers rapidly left the craft under 
Miss Donnellan's directions 
No- 
body was hurt. 


Witnesses said those aboard the 
plane had about two minutes to 
get out before the flames ignited 
spilled gasoline and spread around 
the craft's fuselage. 


"Both doors, 
front 
and 
rear, 
were jammed," Miss 
Donnellan 


said. "I had to push open a small 
exit that's used for freight. 
The 


passengers moved out rapidly once 
tho emergency door was open." 


The passengers included 17 from 


New York City who transferred to 
the Convair at Boston and four 
whose flight originated at Boston. 
The other three were airline em- 
ployes. All had to jump two feet 
to escape from the stricken craft. 


Cote said that in making his fi- 


nal approach to the field he pulled 
both throttles back and "the pro- 
pellers went into reverse while we 
were still in tho air." 


"That made us drop vertically, 


collapsing the landing gear " he 
added. 


Police Capt. Francis A. Hines, 


alerted by a telephone call, sent 
three ambulances, 12 cruising cars 
nnd more than 30 officers to the 
airport. 


"It's amazing that they all got 


out." Hines said. "They can thank 
that litlle stewardess."

The case presented in this day's 


installment reveals a brutal dis- 
regard

zen's reputation. It suggests to me 
thai Pearson is an ignoramus in 
matters of morals, and that 
he 


doesn't appreciate the enormity of 
:hc offense which he glibly and 
"alsoly charged against Charles E. 
Wilson, the president of General 
Electiric company. I find myself 
entertaining the thought that the 
conduct which he attributed to Mr. 
Wilson was not 
loathesome 
nor 


even mildly offensive in Pearson's 
own code and therefore seems to 
lim to be just smart. 


On May 
17th, 1944, Pearson's 


column flatly accused Wilson 
of 


using a secret listening device to 
eavesdrop .private conversations in 
the home of the late James 
V. 


Forrestal, whom Pearson hounded 
with the lying charge that he had 
abandoned his wife in the grip of 
robbers and fled through an alley 
behind their home. Forrestal final- 
ly killed himself. The extent to 
which this particular wanton def- 
amation and other slurs emitted by 
Pearson in print and by radio con- 
tributed to Forrestal's fatal per- 
turbation 
cannot 
be 
measured. 
Forrestal did say that he had been 
disturbed by Pearson's abuse 
In his column of May 17, 1944, 


Pearson began with 
one 
of 
his 
cret information. He said 
"very 


fow people know of an incident 
which occurred a little over a year 
ago at Forrestal's George t o w n 
mansion. But the president did." 


That is one variant of Pearson's 


way of intimating that he is not 
inventive, but a superior reporter. 


Others are: "It will be denied but 


—" and "only insiders know 
it 
but —." 


In this instance nobody knew of 


the incident because it was a fab- 
rication as it concerned Mr. Wil- 
son and General Electric. It was 
possible, of course, 
that 
envious 


bureaucrats did plant a listening 
device in Forrestal's home and did 
send Rosovelt a transcript of con- 
versations. It is possible also that 
Roosevelt's own ethics would not 
have deterred him from entertain- 
ing such information instead 
of 


punishing an eavesdroppur. 


"Tho General Electric company 


has developed a new listening de- 
vice," Pearson continued, "on the 
principle of a dictaphone by which 
outside parties can pick up con- 
versations as far as three miles 
away. The device 
is 
extremely 


sensitive and does not need to have 
a dictaphone planted in the room 
where the conversation is taking 
place.
